Says Refugee Problem 
In United States Small

WILMINGTON, Del.—Sidney 
Hollander, president of the Council 
of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds, warned Jewish groups in 
communities throughout the coun- 
try against exaggerating or un- 
necessarily “emotionalizing” the 
problem of refugees in America. 
Addressing the annual meeting of 
the Jewish Federation of Delaware, 
Hollander pointed out that the 
total number of persons who can 
come here from Germany in any 
one year is about 30,000, and of 
these only 20,000 are Jews. Since 
many are too old to work and oth- 
ers are cared for by friends or 
relatives, actually only 4,000 or 
5,000 are job seekers, he said. 

These numbers are insignificant 
compared to the hundreds of thou- 
sands for whom American Jews 
had to care in previous periods of 
immigration, he asserted. Even 
with changed economic conditions, 
he said, the new immigrants are 
not depriving anyone of jobs. “We 
must let the country know,” he de- 
clared, “of the new industries that 
already have been established by 
these refugees, and of the number 
of Americans who have gotten jobs 
as a result. The figure is quite im- 
pressive and will grow increasingly

U. S. Ends Visitors’ 
Visas For Germans

Editor’s Note: Mindanao, largest 
island in the Philippines, may loom 
larger and larger in plans for set- 
tlement of Jewish refugees from 
central Europe. An American-dis- 
patched experts’ commission has 
been investigating the island’s pos- 
sibilities and will soon issue a re- 
port to the Intergovernmental Refu- 
gee Committee. Meanwhile, follow- 
ing is a highly enthusiastic personal 
report on Mindanao’s prospects 
from the pen of Mr. Alkow, former 
Shanghai correspondent of the Jew- 
ish Telegraphic Agency, who visited 
the island recently. 





On my way from Singapore to 
Manila on board an Italian steamer 
I found that my fellow passengers 
included 800 German Jewish refu- 
gees on their way to Shanghai. 
There had been about thirty more 
when the boat left Genoa, but these 
were among the fortunate ones to 
stay behind in the various ports of 
India and Colombo that allowed 
them admittance. Of the 800 refu- 
gees, there were possibly another 
thirty who would be counted among 
the more fortunate ones to leave 
the ship before it reached Shang- 
hai. As for the rest, the hope that 
some unknown power would inter- 
vene to allow each one of them to 
get off at Manila, or even Hong 
Kong had not died until they finally 
realized that they were unescapa- 
bly on the last two days of their 
journey to Shanghai, which has by 
now become to all refugees nothing 
more than a great abyss of uncer- 
tainty and hopelessness. 

Once on board the ship, it be- 
came quickly known to all the 
refugees that I was an American 
Jew and a member of the refugee 
relief committee in Shanghai. After 
that I knew no rest and no peace 
until the fourth day, just prior to 
our arrival in Manila, when I re- 
mained in my cabin without even 
making an appearance on the decks 
or in the dining room. I did not 
confine myself to my cabin because 
of fatigue or any desire to avoid 
my people or their problems, I did 
it only because of the hollowness 
and cheerlessness of my “advice,” 
and the cruelty that seemed to me 
to be coupled with the “sorry—I 
do not think it is possible.” 

On the afternoon after my ar- 
rival in Manila, I heard an address 
delivered before the Rotary Club 
by Hilarion Silayan, director of 
plant industry in the Philippine 
Islands. His subject was “Min- 
danao, and Its Opportunities for a 
Vast Colonization.” 


Possibilities of Mindanao 
Reported by Correspondent

announced that his government fa- 
vored the. settlement of 10,000 
refugee Jews on the Island of 
Mindanao, I booked passage for 
that island, and embarked on one 
of the most fascinating two-day 
trips in the world—the inter-island 
journey from Manila, which is on 
the island of Luzon, to the south- 
ernmost island of the Philippines— 
Mindanao. 

Never have I approached an 
island more beautiful and more en- 
chanting than Mindanao, which is 
the largest island, possessing the 
greatest abundance of undeveloped 
natural resources in all the Philip- 
pines. In its area Mindanao is 
36, 906 square miles. It is about 
four times the size of Palestine. 
One-third of this area consists of 
rich forest lands, and the rest of it 
consists largely of vast stretches 
of virgin land, untouched, unex- 
ploited and unexplored. Agricul- 
tural’ experts estimate that the 
land can support agriculturally, 
without any difficulty, more than 
fifteen million people—more than 
there are in the Philippines and 
the Malaya States combined. 

The Philippine government is vi- 
tally interested in colonization of 
Mindanao. General Pauline Santos, 
one of the most popular and _=be- 
loved figures in the islands, is the 
head of the Land Resettlement 
Projects Administration which 
seeks to settle 500,000 Filippinos in 
the coming ten years. “No place on 
earth,” said General Santos, “has 
the agricultural and climatic ad- 
vantages of the vast central valley 
region of southern Mindanao. it 
has no typhoons—no floods, and no 
draughts. Rainfall is evenly dis- 
tributed throughout the year.”

Admits Motives 

General Santos and the Philip- 
pine government, in seeking to 
colonize Mindanao, admittedly have 
political and military motives. “The 
facts should be faced,” said the 
general (former chief of the Philip- 
pine army), “that southern Min- 
danao is the Philippines’ most vul- 
nerable point from a military view. 
This is mainly because it is so 
underpopulated. It therefore be- 
hooves the government to fill up 
the vacuum, which otherwise will 
remain a temptation to foreign ex- 
ploitation.”

I told him of the Pales- 
tine roads and of my experiences 
in that country with the men who 
had cleared the swamps and sub- 
dued a soil that was_ infinitely 
harder than the fertile soil of Min- 
danao, and the official was deeply ° 
moved by what he had heard for 
the first time, and asked me to tell 
him more and more, interrupting 
me every now and then by saying: 
“Men like that is what we need. 
They could be an inspiration to our 
own colonizers.”

England To Deduct 
Illegal Immigration 
From Visa Schedule 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
LONDON—The number of Jew- 


ish immigrants who illegally enter 
Palestine and who cannot there- 
after be expelled will be deducted 
from future immigration sched- 
ules, Colonial Secretary Malcolm 
MacDonald declared in the House 
of Commons. The Government is 
“taking a serious view of the sit- 
uation” and is determined to halt 
further infiltration of Jews into 
Palestine, MacDonald said. - 

An amendment to the Immigra- 
tion Ordinance, published in an 
extra issue of the official gazette in 
Jerusalem, provides drastic in- 
creases in fines and prison terms 
for ship owners, mariners and har- 
bor employes who aid in smugg- 
ling of illegal immigrants. Gov- 
ernment vessels are authorized to 
pursue suspected boats and “fire at 
or into” them if they do not halt.

Freedom of the Press 


How “The Christian Index” 
Was Born, Is Told 


To the Editor: 

Father Coughlin, who despite be- 
ing caught red-handed at least 
twice borrowing his anti-Semitic 
charges from the Nazis, and who 
continues to deny he is anti- 
Semitic, is responsible for a new 
undertaking which also stems di- 
rectly from Nazi Germany, it is 
disclosed by the American Jewish 
Congress. 

Followers of Father Coughlin, 
organized as the Greater New York 
Committee for Christian Action, 
are today organizing a boycott of 
Jewish business in the City of New 
York. In recent days there has made 
its appearance a leaflet entitled 
“The Christian Index,” enjoining 
New Yorkers to “think Christian, 
act Christian, buy Christian.” The 
leaflet lists fifty-five business 
houses vouched for as Christian by 
the Greater New York Committee 
for Christian Action and worthy of 
Christian support. “The Christian 
Index,” the announcement says, is 
the first of a series of monthly pub- 
lications listing Christian firms 
which offer “all the advantages of 
Christian decency, fairness and 
courtesy.” Subsequent lists are ex- 
pected to encompass all five bor- 
oughs of New York. 

“Christ Himself sponsored this 
little leaflet for your protection,” 
say its authors. 

The American Jewish Congress 
through a score of investigators 
visited every business enterprise 
listed in “The Christian Index.” It 
finds that the stores are for the 
most part owned and operated by 
Irish-Americans and Italian-Amer- 
icans. Thirty-one of the shops 
visited denied that they had au- 
thorized the inclusion of their 
names. Twenty of the shop keep- 
ers openly stated that they had au- 
thorized their inclusion. In the 
course of interviews with the in- 
vestigators of the American Jew- 
ish Congress, this latter category, 
confined primarily to the Irish- 
American group, openly declared 
that they are followers of Father 
Coughlin. A number of them have 
repeated Father Coughlin’s lies 
about the identity of Jews with 
Communism and some have openly 
said that this anti-Jewish move- 
ment is a retaliation for the ban- 
ning of Father Coughlin from Sta- 


; tion WMCA. 


The Greater New York Commit- 
tee for Christian Action in its first 
public appearance cloaked itself in 
anonymity. No address is given on 
the leaflet. An investigation by the 
congress, however, disclosed that 
its headquarters have been at 
Donovan’s hall, 310 West Fifty- 
ninth street. This is a loft above 
a bar. 

Those who authorized their in- 
clusion in the Index were visited 
by solicitors who told them the 
purpose of the Index was better 
business for Christians and to fight 
Communism. The leaflet itself de- 
clares: 

“Christ Himself sponsored this 
little leaflet for your protection.

Now It Can Be Told 


Now it can be told. When in the past several 
years, because of the uprisings, the Jewish quota 
to Palestine was lowered period by period each 
six months until the official number of Jews en- 
tering that land was approximately 1,000 per 
month, the word began to be passed about that 
hordes of Jews were entering their homeland 
“unofficially.” At first, it was a rumor, denied 
here and there, and never officially authenticated. 
The British officials, we were told, knew of the 
vast number entering Palestine, but preferred to 
close their eyes to a situation with which they 
could be only in agreement conscientiously. 

It seemed hardly possible. The figure was put 
as high as forty thousand per year. But now, with 
the British determined to close the many new 
gates which Jewish trepidity and Britain’s silent 
consent opened, the truth can be told. In a mes- 
sage to the Chicago J. N. F. Conference several 
weeks ago, M. M. Ussishkin, father of the Jewish 
National Fund, said: “I will not dwell here in de- 
tail on the ithmigration problem but assert that 
restrictions of the British Government will not 
materially hinder our immigration to Palestine, 
for those who are compelled to flee from as- 
sassins cannot heed restrictions or decrees. These 


unfortunates having nought to lose will penetrate 
walls and fences.” 


Since that message, reports from the Holy Land 
have brought the news of England’s final determi- 
nation to close these hidden ports of entry. Evi- 
dently a result of the London Conference. Groups 
of Jews that had disembarked from vessels at 
various points on the coast line of Palestine were 
herded together in prison, some forced back 
aboard ship, and warning given to steamship com- 
panies to take as passengers only those with regu- 
lation visas for Palestine entry. 


The unofficial immigration was larger, it is 
said, than the visa quota. That these unofficial 
means of entry were well-known in Palestine can 
hardly be dcubted now in face of the immediate 
storm of protests and strikes by the Jewish popu- 
lace there. 

So now it can be told. Another grave situation 
has presented itself to try the souls of Jewish 
leadership. Almost it seems as if no worse fate 
can be visited on European Jewry, and then a new 
situation arises which makes even the previous 
arrangement seem to have been a_ rosy-hued 
heaven in comparison,

General Council Has Failed To Live Up to Its 
Expectations, Boston Jewish Advocate Says.— 
Throughout the country the question is being 
asked: “What has become of the General Jewish 
Council, composed of the so-called ‘Big Four’ 
Jewish organizations, banded together last year 
in a semblance of Jewish unity on the American- 
Jewish front?” The Council sponsored the reply to 
Father Coughlin by Frank J. Hogan, president of 
the American Bar Association, sputtered on with 
a pamphlet which likewise answered Father 
Coughlin, and since then no more has been heard 
from it. 


Evidence of growing dissatisfaction at the in- 
activity of this new body which was supposed to 
provide an agency for the defense of Jewish 
rights, is found, among other places, in the edi- 
torial columns of the Congress Bulletin, organ of 
the American Jewish Congress, which is itself a 
constituent member.of the Council. 


It is perhaps still a bit too soon to condemn 
the Council altogether, for, after all, it was a 
pioneer undertaking in promoting unity where 
previously there had been nothing but conflict and 
controversy over who had precedence in Jewish 
defense work. The uniting of the American Jewish 
Committee, the American Jewish Congress, B’nai 
B’rith and the Jewish Labor Committee into one 
joint Council was expected to provide the means 
for combating anti-Semitism, and the formation 
of the new body was hailed throughout the 
country. 

The Council has thus far failed to live up to 
expectations. It has missed a number of oppor- 
tunities for bold action, and has neglected to as- 
sume the leadership to which it is entitled. If 
the Council is to maintain its authority it should 
make its voice heard frequently; otherwise, Jewry 
will lose confidence in it, and non-Jews will not 
recognize it as representative.

Anglo-Jewish Papers Must Be Free, Boston 
Jewish Advocate Maintains.—The Anglo-Jewish 
paper in St. Louis several weeks ago published 
a brief article by a local rabbi in which he ana- 
lyzed Jewish conditions and needs in various parts 
of the world. Several of his comments were in- 
terpreted as being unfriendly to Zionism. Im- 
mediately a zealous follower of Herzl penned a 
strongly-worded letter to the paper in which he 
launched a personal attack against the rabbi. The 
paper printed the Zionist’s letter. 

In the few weeks that followed there was con- 
siderable comment and controversy. It might be 
said that for a while the community lined up into 
two camps: those who criticized the rabbi for 
casting reflections on Zionism, and those who de- 
plored the violent language to which the first 
critic had resorted. Then suddenly it appeared 
that both groups began to turn against the editor 
of the paper. 

“You should never have printed an attack 
against the rabbi,” warned the other body, re- 
minding the editor of his responsibilities. 

On other occasions similar criticism has been 
levelled against us, but it should be noted, always 
in the heat of partisan controversy. No news- 
paper is worthy of the freedom to which‘it is 
entitled unless it opens its columns wide to all 
issues and all conflicts, short of libel or ma- 
licious destruction. Nothing is ever gained from 
exercising censorship. Many times we have given 
much space to matters with which we were in 
complete disagreement, but which we believed 
were entitled to a fair hearing. Editors of the 
Jewish press have certain responsibilities which 
far transcend the importance of one shade of 
opinion or one school of thought. In some coun- 
tries, the Jewish papers print only what they are 
permitted to publish; we should be thankful for 
our freedom, and not seek to muzzle it with a 
self-imposed censorship,
